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BEST 1HE BIKE TBIEVES 



A campaign has been 
launched to beat 
bike theft in the 
borough. 

The latest figures show 
that overall crime is falling 
in Hackney, however 
bicycle theft is on the rise, 
due to the massive increase 
in the popularity of cycling. 

So Hackney police have 
teamed up with the Council 
to defeat the thieves and 
reunite owners with their 
stolen bikes. 

The campaign was 
launched by Borough 
Commander, Chief 
Superintendent Steve Dann, 
during National Bike Week. 

He was joined by Mayor 
Jules Pipe at a Council 
organised breakfast in 
London Fields. 

The pair talked to cyclists 
on their morning commute 
and tried to persuade them 


to register with a website 
which makes it easy to 
trace the owners of stolen 
bikes. 

Cyclist Monique Buchli, 
welcomed the initiative. 

'1 think it's excellent," she 
said. "I've had my bike 
stolen twice. Having it 
registered is wonderful 
because if the police find it 
they can identify it and give 
it back." 

Police across London 
recover hundreds of stolen 
bikes every week, but often 
they have no way of 
knowing who they belong 
to, so can't return them. 

At the Cyclist's Breakfast 
on 20 June, police were on 
hand to give top tips for 
bike security, as well as 
showing cyclists how to 
register their bike using the 
unique frame number that 
can be found on each and 


every one. Mayor Pipe, who 
registered his own bike at 
the event, said: "Every 
cyclist dreads getting their 
bike stolen, but what many 
people don't know is that 
the police are actually very 
good at getting them back. 

"There are hundreds of 
recovered bikes in police 
stations, and some are 
worth a lot of money. 

"However, if people don't 
register their bikes, there is 
often no way of tracing the 
owners. 

"We really want to help 
the police beat the bike 
thieves which is why we are 
helping them to promote 
this scheme." 

Chief Superintendent 
Dann, added: "Cyclists 
should ensure that they use 
a secure, steel cycle lock 
correctly, and wherever 
possible lock their bike in a 


well-lit secure area or cycle 
rack covered by CCTV 
cameras." 

Hackney was voted Best 
Bike Borough at last year's

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B right sparks from 

Hackney schools raced 
against the clock to take 
part in the borough's first 
Maths Challenge last month.

A Hackney street is 100 metres 
long. If cars are parked 
bumper-to-bumper: 

(a) What is the largest number 
of cars that can be parked? 

(b) What is the smallest 
number of cars that can be 
parked? 

(c) If equal numbers of large 
and small cars are parked, 
how many would fit? 

At the end of the contest, the 
team from Betty Layward 
School came out on top, with 
Sebright second, and William 
Patten School third. 

The Learning Trust's Director 
of Learning and Standards, 
Steve Belk, presented the 
winners with their trophy. 

He said: "In our modern 
computer age, a good 


background in maths is 
essential, whatever career 
children want to pursue- 
that's why we've created the 
Maths Challenge. 

"Frankly, I'm amazed by the 
standard our teams achieved, 
and I don't mind admitting that 
even I had to think twice when 
answering some of those 
questions."

The event was organised 
by The Royal British Legion 
in conjunction with 
Hackney Council and St 
John at Hackney Church.

Celebrations across the 
country on or around that 
date are intended to ensure 
the contribution of 
veterans is never forgotten. 

The day is also a way of 
highlighting the fact that 
all ex-servicemen and 
women are veterans, 
whatever their age or 
service experience.

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L itterbugs could find 
themselves £75 out of 
pocket as part of a new 
move to keep Hackney clean. 

The new penalty has been 
introduced to crack down on 
litter in the borough's streets, 
including discarded cigarette 
butts. 

The Council's Enforcement 
team was at Ridley Road 
market on 15 June to mark the 
end of the London-wide 
Capital Clean-Up Campaign, 
and to give out information to 
residents on the new fine. 


Cllr Alan Laing, Cabinet 
Member for Neighbourhoods, 
said: "Everyone needs to take 
responsibility for the role they 
can play in keeping the 
borough clean, by not 
dropping litter, leaving 
rubbish bags out on non¬ 
collection days, or dumping 
rubbish illegally. 

"It is hoped that the new 
£75 fine will act as a deterrent 
and reduce the amount of 
litter dropped on our streets." 

The team also highlighted 
the impact that litter, graffiti 


and fly-posting has on the 
environment. 

Last year 18,000 tonnes of 
litter and dumped waste were 
collected from the streets of 
Hackney. 

To help keep the borough 
clean the Council also 
employs 170 street sweepers, 
who work seven days a week. 

There are 12 mobile crews, 
three graffiti crews, and 83 
beat sweepers. 

All streets are swept at least 
twice a week and some major 
roads are cleaned twice a day. 


Hackney Council works in 
partnership with the police's 
safer neighbourhood teams to 
improve the cleanliness of the 
streets. 

During 100-day Capital 
Clean-Up, the Council and 
police have also been 
working with the probation 
service to remove graffiti and 
fly-posting in Kingsland 
Waste, Sandringham Road 
and Ridley Road. 

Cllr Laing, added: "The 
focus of the Capital Clean-up 
Campaign is cleaning the 


streets of London in 
preparation for the Olympics, 
which is very important, 
although we need to have 
high standards of cleanliness 
for the benefit of Londoners 
and visitors alike. 

"The standard of our street 
cleaning in Hackney has 
improved significantly over 
recent years and we are 
continuing to improve our 
service."

Lights out on longest day 






A DRAMATIC London-wide 
statement about climate 
change was well supported in 
Hackney. 

The Council backed Lights 
Out London - a campaign to 
raise awareness of the small 
ways in which ordinary 
people can effect big change. 

Everyone was asked to 
switch off their lights and 
appliances at home and work 
between 9pm and 10pm on 
21 June. 

Hackney Town Hall joined 
famous landmarks like the 
Gherkin building, 
Buckingham Palace, and 
Houses of Parliament in 
turning its lights out. 

The Council campus 
became dark as computers, 
monitors, printers and other 


electrical items were 
switched off on the longest 
day of the year. 

Landmark adverts in 
Piccadilly Circus were even 
switched off for the first time 
since a World War Two 
blackout in 1939. 

Turning off the lights 
overnight in an average office 
block saves enough energy to 
make 2,000 cups of tea. 

Turning all the lights out 
across London for one hour 
would save 38 tonnes of C02 
emissions - or in other words 
enough to fill the Albert Hall 
twice. 

The Capital Radio 
organised event was a launch 
pad for a longer campaign 
towards London becoming 
the greenest city in the world. 


Mayor, Jules Pipe, said: 
"Thank you to everyone who 
participated to make Lights 
Out London a great success 
in Hackney. A few small 
actions can literally make the 
world of difference. The 
efforts made across the 
Council were a fantastic 
demonstration of our support 
for the campaign to reduce 
carbon emissions."

A bogus caller 

demands to be let 
into a Hackney flat, 
unaware that on the other 
side of the door he is 
being watched on a TV 
screen and a control 
centre is calling the 
police. 

This is just one of the 
high-tech features of a 
system currently being 
used in Hackney which 
supports older people to 
continue living in their 
own home. 

Telecare works through 
a series of sensors and 
devices which alert both 
the user and supervisors in 
a 24-hour centre of any 
problem situation which 
might arise. 

The system can be 
installed in any property in 
Hackney with a telephone 
line, and is currently used 
by more than 30 people in 
the borough. 

Ron Ellwood, 79, was 
the first to have Telecare 
installed at his home in 
Handley Road and other 
residents have now 
followed suit. 

'1t's a lifesaver, Tm very 
pleased with it," he said. 


"Tm in a wheelchair and 
living on my own, and so 
if I fall out, I just press the 
button." 

As part of the system, 
sensors can also detect a 
carbon monoxide or gas 
leak and turn it off at the 
source; monitor 
temperature in summer 
and winter; and alert the 
control centre if someone 
gets up from a chair or bed 
but does not return, for 
instance after a fall. 

Telecare is available for 
the borough's older 
residents to give round- 
the-clock support, and is 
provided by the Council in 
partnership with Hanover 
in Hackney. 

"This is a system to 
support older residents 
who want to stay 
independent - those who 
need long-term care will 
receive long-term care," 
said Cllr Nargis Khan, 
Cabinet Member for 
Community Services. 

"Telecare is about 
enabling people to live in 
their own home for longer, 
and to keep their 
independence." 

Electrical items can be 


turned off at the plug 
socket via a remote 
control, while the sensors 
themselves run on 
batteries which last from 
12 months to five years, 
alerting the control centre 
when energy runs low. 

Telecare can be free of 
charge, depending on a 
individual's needs, and the 
equipment is designed to 
be unobtrusive. 

Users can press a call 
button worn around the 
wrist, or as a tie-pin, 
broach or pendant to 
activate a small, two-way 
radio with an in-built 
speaker to contact the 
control centre. 

Other systems include 
sensors which build up a 
profile of the user's daily 
movements throughout 
their home, and alert the 
control centre to any 
unusual deviations in this. 

And Hackney-based 
support staff are always 
available when needed.

A SHAKE-UP of 
healthcare services in 
Hackney must not mean 
patients travelling further 
to see their GP, a report 
has urged. 

A possible future merger 
of GP premises, which is 
being proposed by 
Hackney's local NHS 
provider, could see 
practices relocated, and 
some hospital services 
moved to a community 
setting. 

The Council's Health in 
Hackney Scrutiny 
Commission has 
completed a six-month 
investigation into current 
healthcare provision in 
the borough, which covers 
this issue. 

Its former chairman, Cllr 
Patrick Vernon, said 
although he supported the 
City and Hackney 
Teaching Primary Care 
Trust (CHtPCT) proposals, 
standards must not slip. 

He added: "The plans of 
the CHtPCT are ambitious 




and forward thinking. 

"Changes in the delivery 
of healthcare are always 
potentially challenging 
and may appear 
threatening. 

"Thus ongoing dialogue 
and communication 
between the health sector, 
patient and the public will 
be important if we are 
going to provide primary 
care services that continue 
to improve in the future." 

During the 

investigation. Commission 
members visited GP 
premises all over 
Hackney, and found that 
transport to and from them 
is of paramount 
importance, particularly 


for older residents and 
families with young 
children. 

The Commission 
concluded that in any 
future shake-up of 
services, new and 
additional bus and cycle 
routes should be 
considered. 

The Commission's 
recommendations were 
broadly supported at a 
meeting of the Council 
Cabinet on 25 June . 

Scrutiny commissions 
are independent bodies, 
made up of councillors 
across political parties, 
who investigate issues of 
local concern. 

The Health in Hackney 
Scrutiny Commission 
considers health service 
matters and makes reports 
and recommendations to 
healthcare providers.

T housands of people in 
Hackney who give up 
their time to care for 
others are set to benefit 
from a new action plan to 
improve their quality of 
life. 

A discount card valid at 
more than 50 shops in the 
borough; a helpline; and 
concessionary swimming 


are just some of the items 
included in a new strategy, 
aimed at the estimated 
18,000 carers in Hackney. 

It was launched by Mayor 
Jules Pipe at an event held 
in the Town Hall on 26 
June. He said: "\ am 
determined that everyone in 
Hackney gets the same 
chance of a good quality of 


life - not least Hackney's 
carers to whom we owe so 
much. This strategy aims to 
care for our carers and give 
them the services and 
opportunities they need to 
continue their invaluable 
work while enjoying a full 
life of their own. 

"Carers exceed 
expectations in terms of 


making a positive 
contribution, and Hackney 
must match that by 
providing them with similar 
levels of excellence in 
service and support." 

The event was also 
addressed by Anna Wing, 
the former EastEnders star, 
who spoke about being a 
carer. 


The Hackney Carers 
Strategy, which was 
developed in consultation 
with the City and Hackney 
Carers Centre, includes 
provision for additional 
respite breaks; access to the 
Council's Income 
Maximisation Service; 
information packs and 
training. 


Additionally, museums in 
the borough are to make 
rooms available for carers' 
groups to meet in. 

Housing associations will 
also be encouraged to 
follow Hackney Homes and 
Mosaic HousingTrust in 
producing charters for 
carers' needs, such as 
priority for housing repairs. 

Cllr Nargis Khan, Cabinet 
Member for Community 
Services said: "We are 
confident that we can 
improve services to carers 
and make a difference to 
recognising and valuing 
them and respecting their 
important role within the 
primary care system." 

The strategy has also been 
developed in partnership 
with the City & Hackney 
Primary Care Trust 
(CHPCT), the Homerton 
Hospital Eoundation Trust, 
and a range of voluntary 
sector organisations. 

The borough marked 
National Carers Week 
(June 11-17) with a series of 
events, including a coffee 
and chat for carers and 
support workers at the 
Hackney Museum.

Carer case study 


DONNA Christie is one of 
Hackney's estimated 
18,000 carers, and for 26 
years she has looked after 
her son, Leon, who has 
cerebral palsy. 

"It's all-consuming-the 
life of a carer is quite 
overwhelming sometimes," 
Donna said. 

"It's also filled with 
wonderful things, like love 
and amazement - I'm in 
awe of my son." 

Leon needs a wheelchair 
to get around, and they live 
in a specially-adapted 
house in Homerton, 
provided by Eamily Mosaic. 

Donna, 42, says this lets 
her live independently of 
her son, but not separately, 
though Leon needs 24-hour 
care and at least one 
personal assistant with him 
at all times. 

Leon chooses who works 
with him, and because of 
regulations Donna also acts 
as their employer, meaning 
she has also learned 
employment law and how 
to prepare accounts and 
payslips. 

Donna is a part-time 
volunteer trainee 
counsellor at Hackney 
Carers Centre. 

"I want to work with 
carers, because when I was 
younger I had no access to 


advice, or to other people 
who knew what I was 
going through. 

"In Hackney we have 
excellent carers, there are 
so many, from children to 
OAPs, from every walk of 
life." 

One in eight UK adults 
are carers, and they save 
the economy an estimated 
£57billion annually. 

Donna lives on benefits, 
and her dream is to buy her 
own home, however, 
despite the challenges 
which she has overcome, 
Leon makes it worthwhile. 

"He's quite well known 
in Hackney, they call him 


mini-Marley because he 
looks a bit like him with his 
dreadlocks," the proud 
mum said. 

"I'm also incredibly 
grateful for the time and for 
the relationship I have with 
my son - he's my best 
friend. 

"Yes, it's hard, but it's a 
lack of understanding in 
society that makes it hard, 
not the person with the 
disability."

Recycling is nothing new to 
Hackney - over 110 years 
ago, the Electricity Generating 
Station and Refuse Destructor 
Works in Coronet Street, 
Hoxton, were officially 
opened by Lord Kelvin on 28 
June 1897. 

This was a pioneering 
scheme which combined 
generating electricity with 
refuse destruction and 
supplying heat to Shoreditch's 
public baths, washhouses and 
a library. 

Although the initial cost of 
the scheme was high, 
considerable savings were 
made by burning refuse, 
instead of 'barging' it on boats 
down the Thames for 
disposal. 

The original electricity 
generating capacity was only 
705 kW, with 151 consumers 
in the first nine months. 

However, demand for 
electricity increased steadily 
and in June 1902, an 


additional generating station 
was opened in Whiston Road, 
Haggerston. 

Immediately after World 
War One, a scheme began to 
convert street lamps from gas 


and supply all 43 miles of 
Shoreditch's streets with 
electricity. 

By 1924, this had been 
completed, and in 1926 the 
rental wiring scheme was 
introduced which made 


electricity available to all 
homes. 

The Destructor Works 
continued to generate 
electricity from refuse right up 
until 1940 when the Beiliss 


Engines were shut down and 
steam was fed direct to the 
Baths. However, these 
engines were again brought 
into use during the national 
coal crisis of Eebruary 1947. 

Eollowing the election of a 


Labour government in 1945, 
many key industries were 
taken into State ownership. 
The electricity industry was 
nationalised on 1 April 1948, 
when the Shoreditch 
Electricity Undertaking and its 
staff were taken over by the 
British Electricity Authority. 

The refuse destructor was 
finally closed down on 17 
October 1950. 

Although the washhouses 
and baths have been 
demolished, the building that 
housed the destructor still 
stands and is now occupied 
by The Circus Space. 

Its origins are 

commemorated by a brown 
plaque. The Passmore 
Edwards-designed building, 
which housed the public 
library in Pitfield Street is also 
still standing.

Health advice

There will be a major change in the legal 
status of smoking from 1 July this year. 

All enclosed premises across England are to become 
smokefree, which is good news for the 70 per cent of 
Hackney residents who do not smoke. 

The law applies to pubs, clubs, restaurants, cafes, shops, 
offices and workplaces. More than eight in ten Londoners, 
and nearly two thirds of smokers, support this. 

All other nations of the British Isles have already 
introduced this law, and from a health point of view it is 
already starting to show benefits. 

Eewer people are smoking, and those whose health was 
affected by inhaling other people's smoke are paying fewer 
visits to their doctors. 

In Liverpool there has been a three per cent reduction in 
smoking since some areas adopted a voluntary no-smoking 
agreement. 

Interestingly, there has also been seven per cent reduction 
in smoking indoors at home. 

We have been working very closely with our partners in 
the Council, Primary Care Trust and Team Hackney to 
support smokers who wish to stop, and also to help manage 
the new legislation. 

There are now very good support systems for people who 
would like to stop smoking that can be accessed through 
your local pharmacist or family doctor. 

In the hospital we have a dedicated smoking cessation 
programme available to inpatients and staff, and when the 
new law comes in, we will be making the whole hospital 
area, inside and out, smokefree.

Hackney Central joins the Overground network in November 


H ackney's rail links 

have received a boost 
after a new operator 
for the North London Line 
was unveiled. 

Ken Livingstone, Mayor of 
London, announced that 
services will be managed by 
MTR Laing, starting from 
11 November. 

The North London Line 
runs through Dalston 
Kingsland, Hackney Central, 
Homerton, and Hackney 
Wick stations, and will form 
part of London Overground 


network when the new 
operator takes over from 
current contractors Silverlink 
Metro. 

London Overground, a 
new £1.4 billion rail system 
linking 20 boroughs, will also 
be overseen by Transport for 
London (TfL), and will bring a 
host of benefits to passengers, 
including: 

• Safer, refurbished 
stations, with staff present 
during all hours of operation, 
and improved CCTV 
coverage. 


• Oyster card readers at all 
stations, and measures to 
reduce fare-dodging. 

• Improved tracks and 
signalling, meaning less 
disruption to journeys. 

• A commitment by the 
operator that, by 2012, 94 
per cent of trai ns wi 11 arrive 
on time. 

When the East London 
Line, currently being 
extended, opens in 2010 it 
will also form part of London 
Overground. Mayor 
Livingstone said: 'This 


contract paves the way for the 
radical revitalisation of 
London's rail services, which 
have suffered from years of 
neglect and under¬ 
investment. 

"Ahead of the 2012 
Games, we will create a new 
rail artery around the city 
serving 20 London boroughs, 
including some of the 
poorest. This will not only 
create new opportunities and 
encourage inclusion across 
our diverse economic and 
cultural centres, but it will 


also be a vital means of 
increasing capacity on public 
transport as London's 
population grows over the 
next twenty years." 

London Overground 
services are also set to be 
featured on the world-famous 
Tube map from November. 

In February thisyearTfL 
Commissioner of Transport 
Peter Hendy presented 
borough Mayor, Jules Pipe, 
with an iconic 'London 
Transport' style sign for 
Hackney Central.
